Following the Argus editorial, ap- 


pearing recently, the newspaper has 
been IB receipt of clippings 'slyly 
mailed,'and to telephone calls direct- 
ing our attention to articles in the 
L. A. news mediums, revealing that 
the metropolitan press has at last 
gone over the top, breaking thru a 
long-standing editorial order, and 
have admitted that it is'hot in Los 
Angeles, 


Yesterday's Examiner, as an ex- 


ample, announced: that it was 92 _in 
downtown Los Angeles on Wednes- 
day, and that it was the hottest 
August day in the history of the. 
City. It was this superlative "hot- 
test" that 'did the trick, as there is 
no metropolitan newspaper in the 
country that can resist superlatives. 


It was on August 5 of this year 


that the glass stood at 91 the Ex- 
aminer said, with humidity at 30. 
But Wednesday got one degree; the 
better of this record, with humidity 
at 32. 
''In Pasadena it was evident that 


the weather reporter de'cided to 
throw everything overboard, let the 
tail go with the hide, and bare his 
breast to any storm of criticism, etc., 
and let it be kuowni that it was 102 
in the downtown stores of the Crown 
City- on Wednesday. He said, how- 
ever, that the record for August was 
107 degrees in 1918. 


A;little way between Los Angeles 


and Pasadena in temperatures Was 
the main portion of the San Gabriel 
valley on Wednesday. It was easy 
enough to get a reading of 90 in the 
Covina* places of business, and in 
some unfavorable spots the ther- 
mometer stood at above 95 for sev- 
eral hours in the afternoon, with 
humidity at 32.

Elizabeth Wilkins was born in

In 
1880 she was united: in marriage to 
John Wilkins, also a native of Chel- 
teinham. To them were born .nine 
children, Gertrude, Arthur, >Bosa, Er- 
nest, Alice, Beatrice, Harold, Eleanor 
and Hilda, four of whom preceded 
their; mot her in death. 


Following the death of her hus- 


band, Mrs. Wilkins came to Covina 
in 1894,' and made her home here 
until she moved to Glen dor a a year 
ago. On December 17, 1828, she suf- 
fered a stroke of paralysis, and after 
a lingering illness, entered her final 
rest on August 19. Mrs. Wilkins 
was a lifelong member of the Epis- 
copal church, and was a communi- 
cant of Covina parish since coming 
to California.

Sphere to Show 


More Statistics 


Under recent rulings of the de- 


partment of commerce the 1930 cen- 
sus will list the number of men and 
women in the United States more 
than 65 years of age who possess 
less than $5000 or an income equiva- 
lent to that usually paid on a 
$5000 investment—about $250 per 
year. It will also show the number 
of aged persons eared for by insti- 
tutions. 


Besolutions are now before both 


the house and the senate which 
would sponsor an investigation of 
old age pension systems and infor- 
mation is desired to show whether 
states should care individually for 
their aged and poor. 


The census is also expected to 


show the number of unemployed, the 
number of veterans of all wars, and 
systems of distribution. Other ques- 
tions will relate, to the volume of 
retail sales, sales per capita, inhabi- 
tants per state, number of employes 
and relation of sfclarigs to sales, re- 
ligiou* nffiliationj/tincomes, social 
descent.

III ORDERLY SHAPE 


AT VISIT OF GRAF ZEPPELIN 


Govina Constable Joins With Hundreds of 


Other OfficersRioted by Authorities to 


Keep Crowds in Harmonious State 


Los Angeles county's, -greatest 


crowd by all odds gathered around 
the Graf Zeppelin at Mines field Sun- 
dajf and Monday nights of this week, 
as verified by Constable James J. 
Saunders of Covina township, who 
was one of the thousands of police 
officers and constables on duty dur- 
ing the visit of this leviathan of the 
skies. 
: 


Constable Saundera, who was ac- 


companied from his office by Deputy 
Constable Shelby Wallace of Bald- 
win Park, said that of all the great 
demonstrations and gatherings that 
he has seen in his official capacity, 
this one eclipsed everything in at- 
tendance. More automobiles were 
packed around the field and in the 
vicinity for several miles in every 
direction than had. ever been con- 
gregated in southern California be- 
fore, he said. 


But in spite of the terrific jam, 


the vast crowd was orderly, and only 
minor injuries were reported, he 
said. Altho the pressure on the po- 
lice cordons was very great, the 
crowd obeyed every order, and co- 
operated with the police in maintain- 
ing good order and safety. 


On the first night, when it became 


apparent that the great Zep would 
not arrive until^ towards dawn, the 
thousands of automobile owners and 
their guests hunted their own ma- 
chines and caught a little sleep. The 
same thing occurred while the vast 
crowd was waiting fw the Zep to 
take off again Monday night. 


The great ship came into sight 


and circled the field ahead of its 
schedule before dawn, the constable 
said, awakening the thousands pre- 
pared to greet the sky visitor, but 
it circled away, and did not attempt 
a landing until daylight. At dawn 
the din was indescribable, as. the 
graceful giant nosed down to be 
seized fay the land crew and propell- 
ed to the mooring mast. 


One moment of fear and tensity 


occurred on the night that the Zep 
was bidding farewell, and arose 
from the ground to make its jour- 
ney eastward. The rear of the great 
bag seemed to hang to the ground, 
and it looked to the watching offi- 
cers as if the ship would strike a 
line of wires, or even the high fence 
around the field. It cleared, however, 
but only by a narrow margin. 


"Every oflicer held his breath for 


that moment," Constable Saunders 
said. "If 
the big ship had beea 


torn or injured, it meant a lot to us, 
as we were enlisted to guard it until 
it got away, and to have it injured 
on the getaway' would mean more 
long hours of service,'' he explained. 


After the great crowd had practi- 


cally dispersed, there were stity many- 
people milling about on the hundreds 
of a'eres of parking* field, trying to 
get their parties aud families togeth- 
er.

Azusa via Pine Plats will begin im- 
mediately, according to a* telegraphic 
communication from B. B. Meek, 
state director of public works, to the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia. Contract for the first unit 
of the 
highway^-which -will coat 


$244,532, has been let by the state 
to the H. W.,Bohl company. 


This proposed \new highway will 


open a large scenic area to southern 
California motorists," as it extends 
17.3 miles from La Canada, north- 
west of Pasadena, to the saddle be- 
tween the Arroyo Seco watershed 
and the west fork of the San Ga- 
briel river just north of Mt. Wilson. 
Engineers' estimates show a cost of 
$1,680,556 for construction of the La 
•Canada-to-Mt. Lowe road, while the 
twenty-eight-mile Azusa section will 
cots approximately $2,053,333.

long, extending from La Canada into 
the Arroyo' Seco watershed.

Motes and Beams— 


Dead Jews and Arabs lie in the streets of Jerusalem, 


around the wailing wall of the historic temple of Solomon, 
now the Mosque of Omar. Religious hatred, kept alive 
down thru all the years, is suddenly fanned to life thru the 
presence, curiously enough, of a number of American stu- 
dents of the Jewish faith, studying for the priesthood in the 
Holy Land. Attacks on the venerable mourners at the 
wailing wall have been an annual affair since the Moslems 
entered the sacred temple and banished the Jews from their 
most sacred possession, many hundreds of years ago. 
The 


wailing wall, the crumbling parapet that is all that remains 
on the outside of the ancient temple, and all that can be 
reached and touched by the Jews, has been a battleground 
all these years, and in the name of religion. 


The city now is in the hands of the British, under a man- 


date from tht League of Jsfations since the world-war. That 
mecca for three religions, the Jewish, the Christian and the 
Moslem, is fast coming to be a city of modern aspect, with 
skyscrapers, paved streets, sewer systems, electric lights, gas 
for fuel, Ford cars—old and new style, autobusses, trucks 
and motorcycles, dependable water supply—all supervised by 
the British. Yet, side by side with this modernity is found 
the orthodox Jew, still lamenting at the wall of the temple, 
lamenting the passing of the glories of ancient Jerusalem— 
"Jerusalem, thou that killest the prophets." 


Moslem and Jew are willing to kill each other in the name 


of something that no longer exists, in behalf of fancied 
glories that in the light of modern civilization are sad and 
sordid and silly. American Jews, brilliant, imaginative, 
highly educated, catch the fever of revolt when they witness 
old men of their faith shot down at their prayers, and these 
American Jews, for the time being, revert to the old days that 
are packed with superstition and"myth, and help to kill, and 
are themselves killed. 


Some of us, in this hi.ahly specialized and modernized 


world of the western hemisphere, ponder these happenings 
with regret and with disgust. It seems such a pity that 
parts of _the world have not as yet thrown off the yoke of 
superstition, of valueless mysticism, of ignorant adherence to 
the false teachings of the dead past. Yet, we must pause 
suddenly in pur criticism and remember with a mental shock 
that the United States, most advanced of all the nations in 
the world, is still fighting a battle with intolerance, and that 
scarcely a day passes in this country when someone is not 
subjected to penalties because of religious beliefs. We can- 
not come into court with clean hands. 


We cannot see plainly the mote in the other man's eye 


because of the beam in our own. Peace, and the kingdom of 
heaven on earth will not come until all the world has a 
clearer vision that makes for a tolerant and friendly attitude 
toward the beliefs of others. The wailing wall tragedies in 
Jerusalem only teach us that intolerance is deep-rooted and 
long-lasting, and that it cannot be plucked out by violence, 
but only thru education, and the literal practice of the 
Golden Rule. 


Highway Patrol— 


Los Angeles Examiner: 
It is not a crime to drive a car. 


Nor should it be assumed that every driver is about to 
commit one. 


Motorists should be helped, not harassed, by traffic offi- 
cers. 


If treated courteously they will have more respect .for the 


law, drive with greater confidence, and have fewer accidents. 


Eugene Biscailuz, director of the new California highway 


traffic patrol, has the right idea. He says: 


"Efficiency 
of traffic officers in the future -will not be 


measured by the number of arrests they make, but by 
the number of accidents they prevent in their districts. 
We intend to make the public feel that the state high- 
way patrol is giving a service, not exacting a penalty." 
The hard-boiled traffic cop and the speed trap are to be- 


come things of the past. Mounted on white machines to 
make them conspicuous, the new officers will be expected to 
be as polite to autoists as to pedestrians. 


It is possible for a traffic officer to be both efficient and 


gentlemanly. Many are. The new director will have none 
other.

Sterile Churches— 


Sixty thousand of the 200,000 Protestant churches in the 


United States have failed during the past few years to gain 
a single new membership. They are virtually dead—and be- 
tween 1000 and 8000 others are vacant and deserted, accord- 
ing to Frederick L. Collins, writing in Woman's Home Com- 
panion. 


The condition is not for lack of money. Collins points out, 


for, during the last year the church collected and spent $600,- 
000,000. He declares that most of this was wasted on the 
"dead" churches and that if these nonprogressive institu- 
tions were eliminated the live churches would be in a. flour- 
ishing condition and far more effective in their work. 


Failure of the churches to show gains in membership is 


attributed to the development, of other forms of public gath- 
erings and neighborly activities. The motion picture, the 
automobile, radio, increased school activities, all put a strain 
on the church. Owen D. Young, churchman as well as finan- 
cier, met the situation by saying, "It does, no good for the 
church to wish the radio and automobile were not here. 
They are here. They will stay here and newer things will 
come. Facts are facts and we must take account of them." 
Golf and 10,000,000 business women 'who used to be the 
backbone of church activities further detract from church 
attendancee, according to the article. 


Collins says that the Men's Christian Church League has 


discovered that church statistics as heretofore compiled have 
been misleading, counting births among the congregation as, 
new memberships and taking no account of members who 
enroll in one community after another, withdrawing their 
original memberships. It was this survey of the Men's 
League that led to the discovery of the 60,000 sterile 
churches.

fruits and vegetables in the exhibit 
of agricultural and horticultural pro- 
ducts at Los Angeles county fair be- 
cause they do not realize how sim- 
ple a matter it is to enter any var- 
iety they may have, fair authorities 
state. 


To make this department as pop- 


ular as possible, fruits and vegeta- 
bles are entered by plate lots. Thus 
the person having but a single tree 
or plant can enter a plate, and all 
that is required is a telephone call 
to your local agricultural inspector 
or the chamber of commerce. 
The 


inspector will immediately call for 
the 'exhibit, place it in cold storage 
where it will remain as fresh and 
nice as the day it was picked, send 
it to the fair, where it will be prop- 
erly arranged, and all without ex- 
pense or bother of any kind to the 
exhibitor. The inspector who picks 
up the fruit will get the name and 
address, and there is always a chanco 
of winning a prize. 


Not only is the horticultural de- 


partment willing but it is anxious 
to aid you in getting in your exhi- 
bits.
